My Sparks Gives the Lie Direct, and Mr. 
Clymer Retorts—Capital Notes,

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—A_ spirited 
pass took place this morning between Sparks, 
of Illinois, and Clymer, of Pennsylvania. 
The House in committée on the army bil? de- 
feated the clause reported from the Military 
Committee providing for the emoloyment}of 
contract surgeons in the army. Mr. Clymer, 
cf the Appropriation Committee, intimated 
that he might or might not cal: for the yeas 
and nays on the question in the House, where- 
upon Mr. Sparks grew exci‘ed, and, shaking 
his fist in the face of Mr. Clymer, 
charged that he knew this measure was re- 
pi rted favorably from the Military C»mmit- 
tee, and that, if he intimated he did not, he 
lied. Great excitement followed, mem- 
bers crowding around both ~ parties. 
Conger demanded that the words be 
taken down, as he did not know whether the 
lie was absolute or conditional. Garfield 
moved thatthe committee rise and report that 
the rules had been violat-«.

NEW YORK, April 7.—Railroad earnings 
continue large, the gain of New York Central 
in March having been $380,442, and forthe 
first six months of the year $2,027.- 
020. It is said the gain 
of the Erie for March is even 
larger than New York Central. It is clear 
that speculators who are depressing the 
market are doing so forthe purpose of buying 
stocks, and itis believed that they would be 
well suited if they could cover «their short in- 
terest even somewhat above the lowest prices 
to-day. Albany law-makers, who pretend to 
believe the usury lawis for the benefit of 
borrowers, are reminded that a rate 
of 188 per cent per annum was paid for money 
in this city, yesterday, and on marketable se- 
curities. It is within bounds to say that mil- 
lions are lent at the rate of between 51 and 52 
per cent per annum, and yet the usury law 
makes ita misdemeanor for a lender to take 
more than 6 per cent per annut. Except for 
the law it would have been impossible to have

LONDON, April 7.—Berlin correspondents 
telegraph that although no small excitement 
and even mild alarm was at first produced 
by the publication of the momentous news 
of Bismarck’s resignation of the Chancellor- 
ship, these feelings soon gave way, on more 
sober reflection, to the conviction that the 
incident must not be looked at in its most se- 
rious light. Noone can possibly believe 
either that the Chancellor earnestly desires to 
withdraw from office. He has confesaed- 
ly too much  =important'§ unfinished 
work in hand for that, or that 
the Emperor, even if convincea of the seri- 
ous intentions of his illustrious servant, would 
readily grant the liberty he demands. The 
Chancellor probably does not care whether pr 
not the proposed receipt stamp tax is adopted, 
but in its rejection he discovers a convenient 
opportunity for altering the state of 
things in the Federal Council whieh has 
long annoyed him. Nor can it be deubted 
thatthe fundamental change of the Imperial 
Constitution affecting the Bundesrath is the 
real object he has at heart. Of the fifty-eight 
votes distributed among twenty-five members 
of this body Prussia possesses seventeen, little 
lessthana third of the legislative influence 
appertaining to it, while her proportion 
of imperial population is about  five- 
eighths of the whole. What has now happen- 
ed might very well occur again, and Prassia 
might find herself inthe predicament of hay- 


mentous questions than the present one by 
petty principalities and dukedoms even, when 
seconded by one or two kingdoms.

PAUL JONES’ FLAG. 


Isthe Flag of the Bonhomme Richard 
Still Extant, and Who Owns It’? 
[From the London Telegraph, March 18.1 


Those were lively days when Paul Jones and 
his flying squadron of four ships were hanging 
offthe mouth of Humber in the autumn of 
1779, and when, :fter one of the most terrific 
duels ever fought between a brace of ships at 


sea, the Bonhomme Richard, com- 
manded bv Captain Jones, forced 
her much heavier Kaglish antag- 


onist, the Serapis,to haul down her flag. 
Everything connected with Paul Jones has, 
indeed, such a spell of romance thrown around 
it by American enthusiasts that it is 
bard to explain why among. ourselves 
he is little more than a name. That 
he is still regarded in this country as 
a pirate may be inferred from the fact that 
not many years ago a race-horse called Paul 
Jones won the Chester cup, and that he bore 
this name because he was the son of Bucea- 
peer. At the commencement of one of his 
novels Sir Walter Scott alludes to the unseem- 
ly scare which took possesion of Ediaburzh 
and of Leith, its port, when,in 1778. Paul 
Jones and his little squadron, carrying alto- 
gether less than a thousand men, threatened 
Leith fromthe .sea, with the avowed inten- 
tion of levying.from the little town a contri- 
bution of £200,000. At the moment there 
were not fewer than 20,000 soldiers, some of 
them being regulars and the rest militia and 
volunteers, in Edinburgh alone; but the ter- 
ror excited in the. breasts of our fathers by 
Pau! Jones proves beyond question that his 
fame asa manof unusually intrepid courage, 
of singular coolness in danger andof ready 
resources had spread far and wide, which 
makes it strange that more should not now 
be known as to the chief incidents of his his- 
tory than 1s ordinarily current in England, 
even among whut are callvd well-informed 
men. 

John Paul—for this was his real name—first 
saw the light at Arbigland, in Kirkeudbright- 
shire, upon the edge of the Solway Firth, in 
the year 1747. His father was a respectable 
gardener, who was said ‘n England to have 
once been in the employ of the Earl! of Selkirk 
—an allegation which is indignantly denied by 
the American biographers of Paul Jones. Be 
this as it may, the boy showed frum thetirst a 
passionate partiality fora sailor’s life. He 
was therefore bound apprentice by his father 
to a merchant engaged in the American trade, 
and made his first vovage to Virginia when a 
lad of tweive. He was delighted with the 
country, and at once became an American 
rather than an Englishman in feeling. He 
made many other voyages, but his heart was 
in Virginia, and thither he returned in 1773. 
Great events were on the eve of happening, 
and, sympathizing eagerly with the Americano 
rebels, John Paul, who bad by this time added 


Jones to his name, placed his 
services as a sailor of experience 
at the disposition of the _ colonisis in 
1775. He was twenty-eight years old, 


full of bodily vigor and mentalenergy, and 
with the advantage of having before he went 
to sea received a Scotch education wuich was 
far better than that picked up by most of the 
naval oflicers who had joined the American 
rebellion. On December 22, 1775, he was ap- 
pointed first lieutenant ofthe Alfred, lying 
off Philadelphia, and it was on board this lit 
tle véssel that Paul Jones hoisted with his 
own bands the flag of. independent Americ. 
for the first time thatit was ever displayed. 
This flag consisted at first of thirteen aiternate 
redand biue stripes upona white ground, 
and not until many months Iacer were the 
stars added to the stripes. ‘The Alfred, in 
company with the Hornet sloop and the Wasp 
sebocner, beth from Maryland, put to sea in 
February, 1776, and after manv a brush with 
English vessels, in none of which was the Al- 
fred worsted, Paul Jones returaed tothe 
Jand of his adoption and was put in command 
of the Ranger. IJflow it came to pass that in 
the Ranger he swooped down upon Lord Sel- 
hick’s beautiful country seat upon the coast 
of Galloway, and, finding its.owner away 


from home, earried . off the 
plate, which he subsequently re- 
turned with a very” chivalrous _iet- 


ter to the Countess of Selkirk, is well-known 
to Scotchmen. Butthe action by which his 
fame was indestructibly established was 
‘foughtona French vessel—the Bonhomme 
Riehard—and it isin connection witi this ac- 
+100 that attention has been called anewtoa 
strange and eventful history. Mr. Wa'ter 
Stafford Northcote. son and private secretary 
to the Chancelior ofthe Exchequer, has just 
written toa contemporary tosay that there 
now exists a flag—being none other than ths 
first star-spanglied banner ever sent to sea by 
the United States—which was preserve from 
capture by Lieutenant James Bavard Stafford 
in the action between the Serapis and the 
Bonhomme Richard off Scarborough in 1779. 
We fear, as we shall presently show, that Mr. 
Northcote will have some difticultyin estab- 
lishing the authenticity of the flag in question, 
but there can be no doubt tbat if authentic it 
would be a most valuable and interesting 
relic. Nosharper action was ever fought at 
sea than thatin which the Serapis, carrying 
forty-one guns of heavier calibre. tried con- 
clusions with the Bonhomme Richard with 
forty guns, of which onlv six were eighteen- 
pounders and the rest little better than field 
urtillery. 

The action commenced at 7o0’clock in the 
evening of September 23, 1779, and raged with 
the greatest intensity by moonlight fur three 
and a balf hours, the two vessels being locked 
together for more tban half the time—a device 
to which Paul Jones had recourse in order to 
negative the superior maneuvering power of 
his adversary. Both vessels were frequently 
in flames,as might be expected when the 
mvuzzles of their guns were actually touching. 
Mr. Northeote says that Lieutenant James 
Stafford, onboard the Bonhomme Richard, 
preserved her flag from being captured by 
the Engiish vessel. Now for two reasons this 
ean hardly have happened. Inthe first place, 
the Bonhomme Richard was never boarded by 
the Serapis, and secondly, there is among the 
list of the officers who fought on board the 
American ship no such name as that of Lieu- 
tenant James Bayard Statford. By referring 
to Col. Sherburne’s ‘Life of Paul Jones,” the 
second edition of whico was published at New 
York in 1851, Mr. Northeote will find the 
pnames of the Bonhomme Richard’s crew, both 
ofticers and men, andin the archives of the 
Navy Department at Washington there is a 
full catalogue of the ‘‘naval heroes of the 
Revolution.” Search will be made in vain for 
the name of Lieut. Stafford in manv records 
which are easily accessible ;and there are,more- 
inaccuracies in the story as related 
briefly by Mr. Northcote which cin hardly be 
supported in view of the facts given in thsexe 
haustive reports of the action from the pens 
of Capt. Jones and of Capt. Pearson, who 
commanded the Serapis. Such was the sense 
of the stubborn courage shown by the latter 
tbat the British Admiraltv created him a 
knight, much to the amusement of Pau! 
Jones, who exclaimed, **‘Next time I meet him 
1’il make him alord.’’ Butthe tradition that 
an old “Star-Spangled Banner’’ preserved 
reverentially in the United States was oace 
carried by the Bonhomme Richard is, we fear, 
shadowy and incapable of being substantiated. 
***What istruth’’ asked jesting Pilate, and 
would not stay for an answer;’’ and few who 
have bad any experience in human affairs will 
be found to deny that, like the reputed flag of 
the Bonbomme Ricbard, facts as represented 
by bistorians are singularly at variance with 
facts as they really happened. M. Prosper 
Merimee used to say that be cared for nothip 
in history except its anecdotes, which he felt 
to be truer than the inferences drawn from 
them by historians. To «similar kind and

THE KING OF SIAM. 


An Oriental Swell who is Coming to 
Visit Us. 
{Mrs. Grundy’s Washington Letter. ] 

The announcement made by the London 
Standard that the King ofSiam, who is to 
leave his capital, Bangkok, early this month, 
to make a tour through the chief Furopean 
capitals, yw after a short visit to Eagland, 
come hithe?, caused the wife of oue of the 
Foreign Ministers to give meé¢ many interest- 


ing details concerning him. I have also had — 


the privilege of looking over a large album 
containing many photographs of himself and 


his palaces and meny of the other public build- 
ings and objects of interestin his kingdom. 
This valuable book helongs to the widow 
of Admiral Reynolds, U. §.N. He. died 
bere last year. He went to Siam in command 
of our man-of-war, the Tennessee, early in 
1876, and his wife was with him there. As 
be was fortunately able to do the King a great 
favor in the settlement of some diplomatic 
question, King Chula Conkorn (for thas is the 
roval name) showed Admiral and Mrs. Rey- 
noids marked attention and presented to the 
laiter the album I have mentioned as a 
souvenir of her visit. The couple dined in 
state with the King, and Mrs. Reynolds wa; 
the first woman of foreign birth whoever sat 
attable with him. Judying from his pnoto- 
grapbs and from whatI hear of him he must 
be remarkably handsome. 

Though only twenty-four vears old, he has 
abarem. When Mrs. Reynolds dined at the 
Siamese Court none of the women of the harem 
were present; but when the Tennessee had 
advanced as near as possible to the capital city 
—and her size prevented her going up the 
river as far 2s Bangkok—the King and bis 
retinue came to meet her in the royal barges. 
The ladies of the harem were in the last barge, 
but were not, of course, permitted to disem- 
bark, as tbe King and his male attendants did, 
who went on bourd the Tennes-ee, and the 
King manifested the greatest interest in the 
management of the vessel und its guns and 
torpedoes. 

Vhe Kirg is above mediun beight and has 
a remarkably fine figure. Neitherin form nor 
cast of features does he resemble the Chinese 
or Japanese, but his complexion I am _ told is 
ofthe same hue. His eyes are especially 
large and wide-awake looking. in one of his 
photographs be appears in pantaloons, but 
minus clothing above the waist. In all the 
others he wears a handsome uniform and nu- 
merous decorations, and in one picture has a 
crown exactly like a church steeple in form. 
The pictures of the public buildings give one 
a decided conviction that. architecture and 
other fine arts are far more advanced in Siam 
than is generally believed here. In one of 
the Kipvg’s pictures he wears the grand cor- 
don of the Legion of Honor. 

The Tennessee, Admiral Reynolds’ ship, 
was, some one asserts, the first man-of-war 
which ever sailed up the river to Bangkok, 
which was an additional reason for the hon- 
ors shown by ils government to our naval 
officers. 
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The Boucicault Scandal.

That was why he 
made such a decided kick and insisted upon 
having a definite understand ng in regard to 
her future allowance. 

‘Lhe story of their quarrel is a very un- 
pleasant one, andif if ever becomes public 
property wiil rank among the biggest scandals 
oftve dav. There may not be much choice 
between the two sides of this story asthey 
are circulated in New York, but it certaialy 
s1ems to me that whatever advantage there is 
lies upon the husband’s side. However, an 
acquaintance of mine who is very closely con- 
nected with the whole affair tells me he is 
pretty sure the case will never gototrial, and, 
as be oughtto know, I am able to state prat- 
tv positively that the matter will be settled all 
right. Mr. Boucivaultis plavingin Baltimore 
this week, and has arranged tv sail for Kag-¢ 
land on the 10th of April. Pinard, of whom

When boys are advised not to smoke on hy- 
gienic grounds they laugh atthe advice and 
speak of its givers as old fogies. But care- 
ful experiments lately made by a physician of 
repute prove thatthe practice 1s very injuri- 
ous. He took forhbis purpose 38 boys froin 9 
to 15, who bad been in the habit of smoking 
and examined them closely. In 27 he found 
obvious hurtful effects; 22 having various 
disorders of the circulation and digestion, 
palpitation of the heart and more or less 
craving for strong drink; 12 of the boys were 
frequently troubled with bleeding at the nose: 
10 had disturbed sleep; 12 had slight ulcera- 
tion of the mucous membrane of the mouth, 
disappeared after discontin- 

of tobacco for 

days. The physician treated 
them all for weakness and nervousness, 
though with little avail, until they had relin- 
quished smoking, When health and strength 
were speedily restored. Even if it be grant- 
ed that smoking is not harmful to adults, 
there is no doubt of iis harmfulness to the 
young. Dr. Ranking, Dr. Richardson, and 
others, who have made a special study of the 
subject, all agree in declaring that it causes 
thein impairment of growth, premature vi- 
rility, and physical degradation. One of the 
worst effects is the provocation of an appetite 
for liquor, which, indeed, is not confined to 
the young, but which grown persons are bet- 
ter able io manage. Where buys drink to ex- 
cess, they are almost invariably smokers; and 
it is very rare to find a man over-fond of spir- 
its who is not addicted to tobacco. Men who 
want to give up drinking usually have to give 
up smoking at the same time, for they say that 
a cigar or a pipe generally excites a desire for 
liquor very bard to control.

CORNER IN SEA LIONS. 


A Monopolist who Studies Animals 
from a Business Standpolnt. 
{From the New York Sun.] 


Capt. J. Mullett, who quitted New York 
for Omaha on Friday, says that he has cap- 
tured every sea lion now exhibited anywhere 
in the world. He was for many years master 
of an English vessel in the guano trade, and 
it was while lying off the Chincha Islands of 
South America that he studied and became 
interested in the sea lion. Being told that 
this animal would bea valuable addition to 
the zoological gardens and traveling menag- 
eries, he gave up his occupation and engaged 
in the new venture, capturing the animals on 
the coast of California, the only other 
place where they are to be found. 
and the best place in point of proximity 
to the routes of travel. Hle bas several ves- 
sels employed infthe trade. Finding what is 
called arookery of sea lions on the rocks 
along the coast, his men approach stealthilv, 
lasso the beasts, cage them, fasten lines to the 
cages, throw the cages into the surf, and flat 
them to the vessels Ivying beyond the surf. 
Capt. Mullett has captured two hundred sea 
lions. Their average price to showmen is 
$1,600, He has provided the showmen, 
dealers and gardens of San Francisco, Chica- 
go, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Philadelphia, New 
York, England and Germany with specimens 
of this race of aquatic beasts. At first the 
sea lion was transported in a special car, con- 
taining atank of water. When the water 
crew foul the animal died. Now itis not 
found necessary to use a tankif the animal’s 
body is occasionally moistened. Thesea lion 
is ferocious at first, but is easily tamed, and 
becomes obedient. The Captain says that no 
other animal, except the elephant, is so intel- 
ligent. Four sea lions that were captured by 
Capt. Mullett are now in the Central Park. It 
is said that wherever there is a sea lion more 
people congregate around its tank than 


ground the other animals in the same exnibi- 


tion. Thesea lionis of the seal species, hav- 
ing coarser fur and attaining a larger size. 

While Capt. Mullett was in New York he 
received a telegram from California notifying 
him of the capture by bis men of two sea- 
elephants and of the fact that both were feed- 
ing and in good condition. He says that the 
sea-elephant has never before been seen by 
apy living man. Wise men have discussed the 
eXistence of the animal, many of them declar- 
ing it fabulous, although what purport to be 
portions of the sea-elephant’s skeleton are 
exhibited in Europe. Therefore Capt. Mul- 
lett telegraphed every possible purchaser in 
the worid, notifyiug them of the acquisition of 
the curiosity and opening bids for them. A 
flim in st. Louis made the highest offer and 
obtained the animals. ‘Taney are mates, weigh 
610 or 700 pounds and are possessed of the 
probosces and tusks that give them their nick- 
name. Capt. Mullett thinks of turaing his at- 
tention to the walrus next. He says this 
beast has never been exhibited. it attains a 
weight of three tons. 


THE CURSED CANINE. 


A Child in Philadelphia Dying of 
Hydrophobia. 
| Philadelphia Special to Chicage Times. | 

All day long Hugh Ervin, eleven years old, 
has writhed in agony on his bed. He lives at 
No. 16 Mar-eilles Place, and is suffering from 
hydrophobia. He was bitten eighteen months 
aco by a Spitz dog. Hugh was playing with 
other boys of his age, and the dogran out of 
the yard in whicb he was generaily confined 
and bit him inthe right thigh, near the hip 
joint. The bite brought some blood. It was 
not thought atthe time that the dog was 
rabid. Nevertheless, on the succeeding day 
the mother had tbe wound burned with caus- 
tic, and it was believed that all danger was 
passed. About two weeks ago Hugh was 
playing on a lot near his home, when ne acci- 
dentally fell and injured his spine. He was 
carried bome insensible, and immediately fell 
into a spasm, which continued at intervals up 
to Saturday morning last. Then the spasms be- 
came more frequentand worse. The spasms 
somehow caused one of the family to recall 
the dog bite. The bitten om was examined 
and found tobe considerably inflamed, while 
a purple mark was clearly discernible in the 
flesh around the wound. Spasms succeeded 
one another in = order, each more weak- 
ening upon the little sufferer than the preced- 
ing one. It required the strength of two men 
to hola }im when he was thus afflicted. He 
would raise his arms despite the terrible pres- 
sure that was put upon them by a muscular 
man. On Sunday he continued to grow worse. 
It required all the father’s strength to hold 
him down, and frequently the assistance of a 
neighboring man hadtobe called in. No 
froth has come from the boy’s mouth, but 
during these attacks his teeth would often 
clash and grind, and sometimes barking 
sounds would come from his throat. Those 
who surrounded the bedside said it was the 
most pitiable thing imaginable to see the big, 
strong men exert all their strength to hold 
down an agonized child. When the spasms 
have passed he always cries for his mamma, 
and frequently asks her between his sobs why 
he is obliged to suffer so, and the cause of his 
erduriug such psins. To-day, between 6a. 
m.snd1p.m., there were nine spasms. In 
the afternoon the boy was incased in a strait- 
jacket, which it was hoped would keep his 
limbs more at rest and alleviate the distress 
of the spasms. Itis thought he can not sur- 
vive the night.

He 
said that he came for the purpose of dancing 
with Uncle Mose and was now ready for busi- 
ness.

Railways and Color-Blindaess.

there has been unusnal attention 
riven tothe subject of color-blindness as re- 
lated to railway accidents. The theory that 
defective eyesight incapaciates many railway 
employes for trustworthy service in the 
manipulation of switches and the manave- 
ment of trains by signal has awakened a pro- 
found interest, if not a considerable alarm,on 
the part of many, and the belief that defective 
nf eye is growingly prevalent bas increased 
the desire for some practical test of the fitness 
of responsible raiiway employes for the places 
they hold. The Pennsylvania Railway has 
begun an examination which promises to ex- 
hibit valuable statistics as tothe prevalence 
offcolor-blindness, and to establish confidence 
in thatroad’s security from the accidents 
which result from mistaken signals. More 
than 5,000 men are to be examined, and the 
result of the experiment must be of much 
ecientific value, whatever the effect upon the 
practical operation of that great railway. In 
these days of universal reading and of the ex- 
cessive use of the eyes at night, eye diseases 
multiply, and extensive investizations of this 
subject will perhaps not only add security wo 
railway travel, but «Iso reveal the causes of 
defective eyesight, and to some extent lead to 
their removal.

Jis Death Last Evening in New Orleans 
—The Vast Property Which He Has 
Accumulated. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 7.—Dr. Gilbert R. 
Spalding, the well known theatrical manager, 
died 1n this city last night at the age of sixty- 
eight. 


Dr. Spalding’s Life. 

Dr. Gilbert R. Spalding, whose death is 
announced in the above telegram, is well 
known in St. Louis. His son, Mr. Charles A. 
Spalding, is the proprietor of the Olympic 
Theater, and was in New Orleans in attend- 


ance on bis father at the time of the latter’s 


death. Dr. Spalding was in this cityona 
visit to his son during the latter part of Jan- 
uary, and on the second of February left for 
New Orleans with his wife. He was in good 
health and looking quite hale and hearty on 
his departure, and, although it has been 
known here that he was seriously 


sick in the Crescent City, such a quick and 
futal termination was not antieipated. For 
the past eight or nine years Dr. Spalding has 
been more or less a sufferer from disease of 
the kidneys, and the fatigue of the journey to 
New Orleans brought on an attack of his chroa- 
ic complsint in anaggravated form. He was 
staying with his wife asaguest atthe resi- 

dence Of Mr. David Bidwell, the proprietor 
apd manager of the St. Charles ‘Theater and 
Academy of Music, one of his o!d associates 
in business, When sickuess overtook him. 

HIS LAST DAYS. 

Four weeks ago Mr. Chas. Spalding left St. 
Louis te visit his father, and as bia symptoms 
grew. worse Drs. Laokford and 
Bauduy were summoned - from OBt. 
Louis. to attend him. Last Thursday, 
however, the pbyricians gave up all hope; 
but Dr. Spalding’s strong constitution made 
the battle for life or death a long one, and he 
Gid not breathe his last before yesterday 
evening at 10 o’clock. His last momeanis 
were cheered by the constant devotion and at- 
tendance of his loving wife, bis companion 
through life, and his only son. Mr. Charles 
Spalding for the past three weeks watched 
over his father tenderly and affectionately, 
sitting up with him night after night and nev- 
ey for &@ moment leaving his bedside. All 
that ioving and faithfui hands and hearts 
could do was done to alleviate and ligaten 
the last days of Dr. Spaldiug’s life, 
and he passed away cheerful and happy, sur- 
rounded by those whom he held dear. 

HIS CAREER. 

Dr. Spalding was sixty-eight years of age. 
and Was born at Aloany, N. Y., in 1812,where 
he started in life as a drugyist, and hence de- 
Accidentally he be- 
came connected with the circus bu-iness. He 
bad advanced some money to one of those 
traveling shows, and the only way be had 
of recovering it Was to take possession of 
the circus and mnmanage it himself. Odace fair- 
lv eubarked on his new veuture, he managed 
it with such enterprise, liberaiicy and pru- 
dence thatthe became known as the leadiug 
circus manager of the country, andin the 
course of years amassed a large fortune. He 
associated with himself afier a time Mr. Rog- 
er, and afterwards he and.Mr. David Bidweil 
became partners. Success attended ail their 
enterprises, and both grew immensely weul- 
thy. Afterwards Dr. Spalding launched out 
into theatrical managership. He and Mr. 

sidwell became proprietors and managers of 
the Atademy of Music, New Orlean;, and 
the joint direction: was not dissolved un.il 
about is72. After the war, in 1865, Dr. Spald- 
ing purchased the Olympic, then used asa 
circus, and afterwards metamorphosed it into 
atheater. <Afier managing it most succesys- 
fully he withdrew, vielding the active dulues 
tu his son, Mr. Charles A. Spuldiag.

The Mysterious Outrage at the 
West.Point Academy.

Evidence that the Cuts and Bruises 
Were Self-Inflicted. 


NEW YORK, April 7.—The Herald has the 
following story of the assault upon the colored 
cadet Whittaker at West Point: When the 
post-surgeon, Dr. Alexander, arrived in 
Whittaker’s room he asked, after untying 
his limbs, the fastenings comprising 
strips cut from a waist belt, ‘*‘What’s 
the matter, Whiitaker?’ Receiving no 
response, he gently shook him, repeating the 
question. Hethen shook him harder, re- 
newing hisinquiry. “I think he is sham- 
ming,’’ said the doctor. ‘‘I am almost kill- 
ed,’ finally gasped Whittaker; ‘“‘where am 
1”’ “Tell us all about it,’’ said the doctor; 
‘there are Gen. Scofield and Col. 
Lazelle,and they want to know.” “During the 


night,’’ replied Whittaker, “three men came 
into my room, two rather tall, and one short. 
They each wore masks. One struck me with 
that Indian club (pointing toa club near by 


on which was a blood stain). They then 
clipped my hair and cut my 
ears. wus also struck on 
the nose, causing it to _ bleed freely. 


I knew nothing more until you found me.” 
After hearing this statement Dr. Alexander 
bad Whittaker taken to the hospital, or rather 
bad him walk there, and then, pursuant to 


directions, Gen. Scofield had him 
stripped and = thoroughly examined. 
The result of the examination 


was that not a bruise was foundonhim. It 
was further ascertained his nose had not bled 
as be stated. ‘*You are not hurt; you can go 
on duty,’”’ said the doctor, and Whittaker at 
once repaired to his quarters § and 
put in an appearance at the 9 o’clock re- 
citation, and was last night occupying 
his room inthe barracks as if nothing had 
happened.

THE TELEGRAPH LITIGATION. 


Correction of Some Errors that Ap- 
peared ina Morning Publication. * 


In the ‘‘history’’ of the telegraph cases 
now pending in the U. 8. Circuit Court before 
Judges McCrary @nd Treat set forth in a 
morning paper, there are anumber of errors 
and inaccuracies. For  iustance, the 
‘Shistory’”? states: “The Kansas VDacific 
Railroad Company also built a line under the 
sume act’? (of Congress). **The Union Pacific 
Railroad Company leased its liue in perpetui- 
ty to the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Com- 
pany. The Kansas Pacific Raulroad Company 


leased its telegraph line tothe Western 
Union Telegraph Company.”’ So far 
as the Kansas Pacitic Railway 


is concerned, the telegraph line of three 
wires along it, from Kansas City, Mo., to 
Denver, Col., 638 miles, was built by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, and not 
by the railway compuny as stated. ‘The work 
was done under the contract of October 1, 
1866, between the Western Union ‘Telegrapao 
Company and the Kansas Pacitic Rallway 
Company. In pursuance of the _ terms 
of this contract,tbe railway company furnish- 
ed, at its own expense, the poles and one of 
the wires. The teiegraph company furnished, 
atiis own expense, ail the iabor, the two 


other wires, and all of the machin- 
ery, instruments and batteries for 
the telegraph offices on the road. 
Tke line was built wholly under 


tbe supervision of the telegraph company, 
subject to the acceptance of the Goverument 
commissioners and the provision of the con- 
tract that the poles were to be put up subject 
to approval of the chief engineer of the rail- 
way company. The line thus built was joint- 
ly oparated by the two comvanies for near- 
ly fourteen years, under the terms 
of the agreement named, without 
difficulty, when the railway feli into the hands 
of parties who were ajsu interested in the 
American Union Telegrapb Company. Shortly 
afterwards, viz., during the nignt of the 26th 
of February lust, the entire telegraph proper- 
ty on the road, inciuding all the poles, wires, 
instruments, batteries, etc., was forcibly 
seized by the railroad company, 
detached from all connection with the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company’s system, and 
connected with the American Union Tele- 
yraph lines.

Thelowa Democratic Convention: 


BURLINGTON, IA., April 7.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention to select delegates to 
Cincinnati met here at 11:40 a. m., it 
being the largest assemblage of Democrats in 
the annals of Iowa. Fully 500 delegates 
were present. The convention was called to 
order by Hon. Ed. Campbell, Chairman of 
the State Central Committee. Judge Edward 
Johnson,of Lee county, was chosen temporary 
chairman; W. W. Garner, of Louis county; 
C. W. Sherman, of Mills county, and 
Chas. Hazlett, of Boone countv, temporary 
secretaries. On taking the chair Judge Johns- 


ton . briefly thanked the Conven- 
tion and in a_ speech, which was 
loudly cheered, referred to the electoral 
frauds of 1876 as the issue that ‘‘would 
not down,’’ and said the battle of 1880 must 
be fought for an honest count; that 
the Democracy must pledge itself 
to protect internal transportation 
and inter-State commerce against the combi- 
nations of gigantic railroad monopolies; and, 
finally, the man nominated at Cincinnati must 
be a man that can defeat Grant, as anybody 
of sense could see that the latter. will 
be the Republican nominee. Committeds 
pominated by delegations of the respective 
Congressional districts were appointed on 
credentials, permanent organization aad reso- 
lutions. Recess was then taken tili 2 p. m. 


The Rhode Island Election. 

PROVIDENCE, April 7.—The State election 
is progressing to-day, and the indications at 2 
o'clock were that the Republican ticket will 
be elected by the people, and that the General 
Assembly will be largely Republican.

THE IMMIGRATION CONVENTION. 


Gov. Phelps to be President—One Hun- 
dred Coanties Heard From. 
Senator E. C. Cabell, Secretarv of the State 
Immigration Society, states that he has heard 
from and sent passes to delegates to the great 
Missouri Immigration Convention, which 
assembles next Monday, from all 
but fifteen of the 114 counties ofthe State.

Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman has be- 
come of late days rather inaccessible to the 
prowling journalist. Hehas begua to culti- 
vate silence as afine aft, and heis nowina 
position to give anybody some valuable poiats 
on holding their tongues. In fact, unless he 
has some grievance to which he wishes to call 
the attention of the civilized world, the Gen- 
eral is not nearly as conversational as the his- 
toric oyster which made its liviug by keeping 
its mouth sheet. The General has been in St. 
Louis for a couple of days visiting his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Fitch, and other friends, and he 
leaves to-dav. He fcels more at home in this 
city than he does auywhere else in the Re- 
public, a fact attested by the several attempts 
tomake St. Louis the aruny headq iarters, aad 
the General is better known and better liked 
here eventhaninthe more loyal North. He 
is a great theater-goer and on Monday even- 
ing he occupied # box at the Opera-house and 
smiled a veteran sort of a smile at the 
“Wild Rose of Yucatan’? and 
the persecuted Haroun al Raschid. 
It was expected that he would be present at 
the Olympic last night to see ‘*Strategy,’’ and 
he would probably have been on haad bu: 
that he bad not vet visited Major Turner, and 
that gentleman carried the warrior off from 
the Clinton Hall company. A Post-DISPATCH 
yeporter had made arrangements for snaring 
the soldier into an interview at the theater, 
and would no doubt have succeeded but for 
one unforeseen contingency—the Gen- 
eral was not there. Major Turaer, 
bowever, was good enouzh to teil the reporter 
abcutthe proposed visit tv his house, 1706 
Lucas place, and there, at a little after 8, 
the Generate was found, luxuriating in 
an easy chair and putting very artistic rings 
from his cigar. -He is luoking somewnhat olu- 
er than on his last visit, but he is still as erect 
and soldierly as ever, and his fave is just as 
keen and as brave as it was in the times that 
tried men’s souls, although it iz now frosted 
With a silvery beard.

**Oh. we can’t enter into the Iadian quas- 
tion now. There is no time at ail to do justice 
tothetopic. Andbesides tba:, 1 don’c ear; 
to talk about it.” , 

“Couldn’t you epitomize your views?” 

‘-No, sir. You see wnat the Klamath 
Indians need is something entirely different 
from what the Utes Want; the treatment of 
the Sioux jis one thing, that of the Puebios ai- 
together another thing; the Arapaho2s mist 
not be dealt with as the Nez Perees. So you 
see the question has as many phases as thera 
are tripes of Indians on the pisins.”? 

‘Atazy rate you would prefer a transfer of 
the Indians to the War Depariment?” 

‘Yes; but there is no cnance of that being 
done, you know. As long as th2re are any [n- 
dians they will be under the control of the 
Department of the Interior, and so their 
troubles will continue. There is some conso- 
lation in the fact that the question is gradu- 
ally solving itself. ° 

‘Solving itself, how? Do you mean that 
the Indians are becoming thinued out past 
the problem point?” 

‘*Well, yes, something of that sort. As 
matters stand, all the encouragement bs for the 
bad Indians. They gre allsupported by the 
parental Government, and the unruly ones 
get a bonus besides to keep still. while those 
who are willing to behave’ themselves 


and who do not make troundle 
have to be content with what is given 
them. The others get that and what thev 


can take besides. Of course the restiltis that 
as Jong as there is areal incentive offered the 
tribes for being unruly tkey-wiil foo! with us 
to the top of our bent, and then they get pret- 
ty thoroughly cleaned out at last. That is the 
way the problem is solving itself.’’ 

‘You think then they will all be extermi- 
nated?’ 

**No, notall of them. The civilized In- 
dians will eventually be amalgamated with 
the whites.” 

‘*What do you think of Seeretary Schurz?’ 

“Oh, I think Schurz—but then it don’t 
make any difference to you wnat I think. 
Schurz is avery able man in some ways.” 

**At least you will tell me what you think of 

GENERAL H. B. BOYNTON ?”? 

‘At this point the General dropped the lan- 
guid air with which he bad been conducting 
bis end of the conversation and said rather 
testily, ‘‘Yes, I will tell you or anybody 
else what i think of that person.

Delegates to be Present From All Parts of the 
Union. 


The Anti-Third-Term Republican National 
Mass Convention meets here just one month 
from yesterday—that is, on the 6th of Mav, 
and one day less than four weeks following— 
that is, on the 2d of June—the reguiar Nation- 


al Republican Convention meets at Chicago. 
A prominent Republican said yesterday: “It 
is useless lo say that the re- 
tult of the Chicago cunvention does 
not depend somewhat upon the character of 
the St. Louis convention. If the latter shall 
be really a gathering of representative Re- 
ublicans and citizens from ail quarters of the 
nion, the Chicago convention will hardly 
dare to nominate Gaant fer President.’’ 
There are strong indications that the St. 
Louis convention will be ajl and more than its 
fearless prejectors anticipated. A represen- 
tative of the PosT-DISPATCH calied upon 
DR. EMIL PREETOKIUS, * 
the editor of the Westliche Pust,this morning, 
to learn from him what he thinks of the out- 
look. The Docior is one of the recognized 
leaders of the anti-Grant movement. 

**We are going to have a fiae coavention,’’ 
eaid the Doctor, ‘fa conven.ion composed of 
the best people and one that will nevessarily 
command the atiention and respect of the 
country.’’ 

**What States will be represented ?’? 

‘*Nearly every State in the Union. New 
York is especially enthusiastic over the move- 
ment. I have had letters irom prominent 
Re publicans in several of tue Southern States 
and I believe every one of the Northern S.aies 
will send delegates.’ ’ 

“Will Mr. Murat Halstead be here?’’ 

“Certainly. But Ido not agreeexactly with 
Mr. Halstead.
